The mind needed a rest or a di- 
version from the drudgery and excitement of 
the first examination, the stomach needed to 
be more slowly fed and in fact, the entire 
system required a recreation. This was not 
the Utopia that Sir Thomas More described, 

. but it was a “real Utopia,” the ideal social 
pleasure* nor was this a pleasure in vain, - for 
realizing the pleasantness and profitableness of 
.the evening, Dr. Morgan spoke of the ad- 
vantages students might receive by social 
gatherings and suggested that a society, con- 
sisting of those students present, thirteen in 
all, be formed.
